eral Motors reports its profits 
during the first six months of 
1974 nose dived 73 per cent from 
a year ago. 
GM Chairman Richard G er­ 
stenberg said Friday the auto 
giant was unable to keep prices 
in line with soaring casts. Prof­ 
its were 2 8 per cent of sales, 
compared with 8 4 per cent a 
year ago, he said 
As a result, January-June 
earnings 
were 
$426 
million, 
compared w ith $16 billion dur­ 
ing the same period in 1978. It 
was the lowest profit figure at 
the halfway mark for GM in 16 
years. 
Second-quarter profits of $306 
million were a 13-vear low, off 
62 per cent from $797 million 
last spring, 
in General Motors, as in the 
nation, inflation has replaced 
energy as the m ajor concern,” 


said Gerstenberg in a state 
ment. 
“Costs yf materials, labor 
and services continued to in­ 
crease more rapidly than they 
could be recovered in the sell 
ing price of our products,” he 
sa id 
Gerstenberg said the cost of 
building the average GM car in 
1974 rase about $225, while the 
price of GM vehicles increased 
an average $133 during the 
sam e six-month period GM has 
raised the price of its vehicles 
an average $534 since the end of 
the 1973-model year. 
Sales during January-June 
totaled $15.21 billion, down 21 
per cent from $19,18 billion a 
year earlier.

GM sold 3,5 million cars and 
trucks worldwide during the 
lirst half, a 27 |x»r cent decline 
from a record volume of 4 8 
million in 1973.

NEW YORK (AP) 
P re si­ 
dent Nixon’s call for budget 
austerity and less consumer 
spending as a means of fighting 
inflation has draw’n guarded 
p raise 
from 
c o n serv ativ e 
economists and condemnation 
from Nixon’s traditional op­ 
ponents, 
In his nationally televised ad 
dress to Los Angeles business­ 
men Thursday 
night. 
Nixon 
said he is determined to cut the 
federal budget by $5 billion to a 
level of $300 billion for fiscal 
1975. 
He also called on all seg­ 
ments of the nation, particular­ 
ly consumers, to spend less and 
save more. The President rec­ 
ommended that each wage-ear­ 
lier save 15 cents from each $10 
normally spent. 
He declared a freeze on hir­ 
ing of federal employes with the 
hope of reducing the federal 
w ork force by 40,000 through a t­ 
trition. 
W alter H eller, a fo rm e r 
chairm an of the Council of E co­ 
nomic Advisers under P resi­ 
dents Kennedy and Johnson, 
commented. “A $5 billion budg­ 
et cut is next to impossible to 
attain and is only a token any­ 
way. 
“And w e know who the budg­ 
et cut will probably hurt — not 
the defense community, but low 
income groups.” 
On the other hand. Dr. Ray­ 
mond Saulmer. a former E co­ 
nomic Council chairm an under 
P re sid e n t E isen h o w e r, h ad 
high praise for the Nixon a d ­ 
dress. 
' 11 w as a good speech. If w e ’d 
heard it six years ago, and 
stuck to the policies contained 
in it. w e’d have few of the 
problems we have now,” he 
said. 
“ You didn't hear a word in 
the address about the full-em- 
ployment deficit budget con­ 
cept. That concept is a snare 
and an illusion, and I'm glad to 
see it’s been abandoned.” 
Saulnier agreed with Nixon 
that responsibility tor trim ­ 
ming inflation lies with con­ 
s u m e rs , 
b u sinesses 
a n d 
government, all of whom must 
cut their spending plans. 
One of Nixon’s own econo­ 
mists, however, expressed little 
enthusiasm for the suggestion 
that consum ers cut their spend­ 
ing. 
According to Sydney L. Jones, 
deputy 
to 
K enneth 
R ush, 
Nixon's economic coordinator, 
consumers a re now saving 7 5 
cents out of every $to in their 
paychecks. He said the In­ 
crease m savings could hurt re­ 
tail sales. 
“We do not want a consumer 
boycott,” Jones told newsmen 
Friday. ” 1 would like to see 
consumers take a more dis­ 
creet approach rather than not 
buying at all.” 
Dr. Milton Friedman of the 
Fmversity >f Chicago, who has 
counseled conservatives such 
as Republican Sen. Barry Gold* 
w ater of Arizona, also said con­ 
sum er spending curbs are not 
the answer to inflation. 
“ I do not believe consumer 
behavior is to blame. 
How 
much people spend should be of 
their own choice,” he said. 
Friedm an says he believes 
taxes ought to come down, a c ­ 
companied by as much budget- 
cutting as possible. 
He said he welcomed in Nix­ 
on s speech the apparent desire 
to move toward more budg­ 
eta ry 
a u s te rity . 
F rie d m a n 
added, “ I especially welcomed 
the news Nixon w ill avoid wagc- 
price controls. 1 hope this time 
he sticks to it.” 
But H arvard economist John 
K. Galbraith said he feels the 
reinstitution of wage-price con­ 
trols is exactly what the econo­ 
my needs to beat inflation. He 
also recommended increased 
taxation on those in upper in­ 
come brackets.

Disneyland enters its 2uth year 
this week, 
having met and 
passed its greatest crisis -the 
energy shortage. 
Walt Disney s pleasure park 
opened its gates on July 17, 
1955. am id cries that it was 
"Disney’s Folly.” Members of 
the outdoor entertainm ent tra- 
ternity considered the movie 
m aker m ad for investing $17 
million in an am usem ent park 
am id the far-off orange groves 
of Anaheim. 
" It’ll go broke fast,” said the 
scoffers. 
The Disney people like to cite 
figures to the contrary: a mil­ 
lion visitors in the first seven 
weeks, 3.8 million in the first 
year, 130 million in 19 years; 
growth from 22 attractions to 54 
at a cost of $150 million; rise in 
Anaheim hotel rooms from 87 to 
10,000; expansion of Disneyland 
staff from 2,5on to 6,500. 
Disneyland seemed to he an 
uninterrupted success story 
until the Arabs decided to shut 
off oil last winter to the United

Mideast war. 
"There is no doubt that the 
energy crunch hurt us,” says FT 
Caroon "C ard ” 
Walker, the 
president of Walt Disney P ro ­ 
ductions. 
"We felt it more at Walt Dis­ 
ney World; with 10 to 30 per 
cent fewer people entering the 
Shite of Florida during the 
height of the crisis, our busi­ 
ness w as hound to he affected ”

Job-Destroying Tax Reform 


Each year new jobs must be found for a grow­ 
ing population. And each year the cost of pro 
viaing those jobs increases, U. S. Secretary of 
Commerce Frederick R Dent has reported that 
each new industrial job created in this country 
requires an average capital input of $25,000. and 
he said the “ ante is rising fast." 
Capital input means that someone with sav­ 
ings to invest puts their money to work to provide 
the tools and facilities that in turn provide jobs. 
In brief, capital is becoming evermore import­ 
ant to the cause of maximum employment. Yet, 
it is a tragic fact that, thanks largely to public 
misunderstanding of how capital is created and 
how it is used, it has become politically attrac­ 
tive to advocate anticapital-forming tax policies 
in the guise of tax reform. A target of these tax 
“ reformers' is the capital gains that successful 
investors may realize from transactions in prop­ 
erty and securities. These gains are a vital part 
of the capital formation process. If they are 
taxed away as the “ reformers" advocate, they 
will no longer be available for reinvestment in 
productive, job-expanding industry 
As Robert B. Anderson, former Secretary of 


the Treasury under President Eisenhower,“ ex­ 
plains: “ Capital is fundamental to our American 
standard of living More capital is the necessary 
foundation for further economic advances. 
America s high living standard is a direct result 
of high levels of capital investment per each 
worker. America's ability to restrain inflation at 
home and to stand up to competition from abroad 
is in direct proportion to her ability to accumu­ 
late larger capital resources.” 


Estimates are that capital requirements for 
energy development alone in the next decade 
will total $1.35 trillion. That money must come 
from the earnings and investments of private 
citizens. Thus, the times call for new tax policies 
to encourage savings and investment. “ But," in 
the words of Mr. Anderson, “ we see, instead, re­ 
newed attacks on the sources of capital forma­ 
tion. Under the guise of ‘tax reform’ we are wit­ 
nessing congressional proposals that would 
further increase the tax on capital " As now 
proposed, tax reform would become a virus 
feeding on the jobs, vitality and productive sub­ 
stance of the nation. 


Disarm am ent Still Sought 


Despite the proliferation of nuclear war-mak­ 
ing know-how and the increased danger to the 
world which results, there is a counterthrust 
under way aimed at preventing nuclear war- in 
fact, war of any kind. 
Unlike the SALT talks, this effort has received 
comparatively little publicity. Rut it is an 
ongoing attempt designed to be even more fat- 
reaching in effect than the bilateral talks at 
Geneva 
A special committee of the United Nations is 
considering a proposal for a world disarmament 
conference and this past week concluded its 
second round of meetings and established a 
working group to draft a report to the General 
Assembly. 
DISARM AM ENT C O NFEREN CES are noth­ 
ing new. They have been held before with vary­ 
ing degrees of success. Last year alone there 
were five separate multilateral conferences 
under way, which dealt in one way or another 
with disarmament 
These conferences represent mankind's desire 
and hope of nations to put a permanent end to 
fighting and w ars. This hope is clearly evident in 
the following statements of members of the U.N. 
committee. 
Yasilv S. Safronchuk of the Soviet Union told 
committee members the current international 


detente is a real turning point and should be ex­ 
tended from the political area to the military. He 
observed that a canvass to which nearly 100 
nations responded showed overwhelming sup­ 
port for the proposed world conference on dis­ 
armament 
Anastacio Bartolomé of the Philippines said 
that on the \ ital issue of the survival of mankind 
no problems are insuperable. 
Eugenius Kzulaga of Poland noted the nuclear 
arms race is continuing and that a world dis­ 
armament conference is as necessary as ever. 


KAROLY SZARKA of Hungary said condi­ 
tions are propitious in light of the current trend 
toward international detente. 
There were many other comments on the de­ 
sirability of a world conference aimed at peace 
through disarmament. Permanent peace has 
eluded men through history and still eludes us 
today (another was in the Middle East or over 
Cyprus could easily occur), but the desire to 
achieve it continues through the generations. 


The threat of a nuclear holocaust adds incen­ 
tive to the members of the U N. committee cur­ 
rently seeking to bring about world disarma­ 
ment. Their goal is difficult to attain but so very 
vital to the welfare of the human race. Its 
significance deserves much greater attention. 


Staking Claims to the Sea 


Tough bargaining at the United Nations Con­ 
ference on the Law of the Sea, due to wind up 
Aug. 29, is under way. 
General agreement has been found among 
many of the some 150 nations represented on the 
issue of an “ economic zone” extending 200 miles 
from a coastal state’s seacoast. 
Once you get past the general idea of a 12-mile 
(erritorial zone plus 18« more miles in which the 
coastal state would control seabed rights, there 
are broad areas of dispute. 
It has been proposed that coastal states be 
required to grant licenses to foreign fishermen 
w anting to work the waters of the economic zone, 
permit unfettered scientific investigation, apply 
international 
standards 
of 
preservation 
of 
species and combat pollution. 
This is generally agreeable to the maritime 
powers but another group of nations seeks abso­ 
lute sovereignty over the entire 200-mile limit. 
This group includes Brazil, Argentina, Ecuador. 
Peru, Chile, Uruguay, Panama. El Salvador and 
Nicaragua. They are supported by numerous 
other developing countries. 


What the conference amounts to at the mo­ 
ment is a scramble by most of the participating 
countries to grab what they can. They are, in 
effect, dividing up the riches of the sea but are 
trying to do it in an orderly manner, without the 
type of conflict which has occurred over land. 


Much of the sea is like a big chunk of un­ 
claimed property, and coastal states are at­ 
tempting to stake claims which are large as 
possible. 


That is w hy some of the countries are holding 
out for absolute territorial control for the full 200 
miles. 


Agreement on orderly ocean exploitation 
would be an important milestone for the world, 
but unless the touchy issue of total control within 
the 200-mile limit can be resolved, the confer­ 
ence will miss its opportunity. 


Things being what they are. the way to grow 
old is gracefully.

Concerning the restrictions 
that have kept women out of the 
church s priesthood, she says, 
They re medieval,” 


They re the result of a bio­ 
logical misunderstanding of the 
middle ages," she said in an in­ 
terview last tall in Louisville, 
Ky , at the Episcopal Church a 
convention, w hich refused 
by 
a technicality 
to authorise 
women priests. 
She said the medieval world 


didn't understand that a worn 
an’s seed is just as essential as 
a man’s in producing life. “ If 
women can’t represent men at 
the altar, then men can’t repre 
sent women,” she said 
Mrs Piccard, widow of the 
late tamed aerospace scientist 
Jean Piccard, became the first 
woman in space in 1934, when 
she piloted a spherical balloon 
to an altitude of 57,559 feet into 
the stratosphere 
A holder ol degrees in philos­ 
ophy, 
psychology, 
education 
and organic chemistry, Mrs, 
Piccard was a consultant to 
N A SA ’s Manned Spacecraft 
Center in Houston between 1964 
and 1970, and is holder o! nu­ 
merous awards, including the 
Harmon 
trophy 
from 
the 
League ot International Avia­ 
tors, 
For a decade, she also lias 
served with Episcopal schools 
in Houston and in Minneapolis 
St 
Paul, Minn,, where since 
1970 she lias been u deacon, the 


first step toward the priest­ 
hood. 
Usually, a deacon advances 
to the priesthood in six months 
to a year But Mrs Piccard, as 
a 
woman, has 
waited five 
years. 
She s among 120 Episcopal 
women who have completed 
theological training, been or 
(lained deacons, and now are 
waiting to enter the priesthood. 
About 200 other Episcopal 
women are studying in semi­ 
naries 
Amid that gathering pres 
sure, the 11 women deacons 
planned to jump the gun defy 
mg the church’s practice and 
policy, and be ordained at the 
hands of the inactive bishops

committees ol their home dioc­ 
eses have not approved

Hardin. He holds that world 
population, now scheduled to 
double in 35 years, is out of con­ 
trol and efforts by the food-rich 
countries to feed already over­ 
crowded lands would be like 
feeding a cancer 
"Kindness" that intensifies 
crowding may not be kind. Dr. 
Hardin asserts that before we 
started sending $3 billion worth 
of food to India in the 50s and 
60s, 
India’s 
population 
was 
growing 1.3 per cent a year. By 
1970, in spite of massive efforts 
by the Indian government in fa­ 
vor of family planning, it was 
growing 2.5 per cent. 
Food countries, he said, will 
not buckle down and solve their 
population problems as long as 
their begging bowls are filled, 
or even partly filled 
“ We should not," he asserts, 
“ establish an international food 
bank as proposed by Sen Ken­ 
nedy and others. All this will do 
is siphon food and wealth from 
rich countries to the poor na­ 
tions and this wealth will be 
converted entirely into babies.” 
WIIAT W E SHOULD do in­ 
stead, he suggests, is offer food 
to such lands as soon as they 
achieve zero growth. 
With willy-nilly handouts 
there would be little incentive 
to achieve this by the method 
that is both effective and bound 
to be unpopular — namely, re­ 
quired sterilization of parents 
after they 
have 
produced 


enough children to equal the 
rate of replacement. 
Real starvation, Dr Hardin 
says, would be a powerful argu­ 
ment, as it certainly would be 
So as I ride up the Willamette 
Valley in the gathering dusk 
with my belly full of the fruits of 
the ample dining car it is not 
hard to think of the abstraction, 
“ let ’em starve " 
BUT IF YOU’VE ever really 
looked at the bloated stomachs, 
the wasted arms, the wide eyes 
of starving children, you search 
your pockets and wish you had 
a sack on your back 
We are in this jam because 
man is an egotistical fool who 
has been telling himself that 
because he has a soul he is 
exempt from the laws of nature 
that govern all other animals. 
VVe forgot that we, too, have 
mouths and no bottomless 
stores of 
manna 
Once 
he 
learned the skills that have en­ 
abled him to push hack death he 
should have Known that some­ 
day he would have to limit life. 
II a farmer would put too 
many cattle on too little acre­ 
age, the SPCA would holler for 
the sheriff and have him thrown 
in the pokey for cruelty to ani­ 
mals. Yet at the same time we 
have had holy men running 
around countries that are al­ 
ready overgrazed by human 
beings, 
preaching 
“ Increase 
and multiply." Every five days 
the earth adds another million 
people. 
THE FRIGH TEN IN G fact is 
that even a food-rich country 
like ours is not far from the 
point where we will need all 
that we can produce for our­ 
selves unless we are willing to 
cut 
our 
living 
standards 
sharply. 
So it is the generation now in 
college that is going to have to 
make the grimmest decision 
Americans ever made. Will 
they be willing to eat less meat 
and perhaps even cut the cereal 
ration for their children so that 
Costa Rica, which will have 
twice as many people 18 years 
from now. can play the deadly 
game a little longer? 
At what point do the biblical 
admonitions in favor of sharing 
simply hasten the day when all 
men will be at each other’s 
throats in the struggle for food'.’

C O LU M BU S, Ohio (A P ) - 
Ohio Agriculture Director Gene 
Abercrombie says he will block 
the sale of state lottery tickets 
at the Ohio State Fair until a 
ruling by the attorney general 
is cleared up. 
Atty. Gen. William J. Brown 
has ruled that the amendment 
approved by voters creating the 
lottery supersedes other state 
laws prohibiting gambling at 
fairgrounds. 
Abercrombie said that the 
laws forbidding gambling are 
still in effect since they have 
not been sp ecifically over­ 
ridden. 
He also said that any fair 
concessionaire 
must 
be 
licensed 
by 
the 
agriculture 
director as well as the fair 
commission. And he said he will 
refuse to grant licenses to sell 
lottery tickets until the problem 
is resolved. 
“ I am not quarreling with the 
attorney 
general,” 
he said, 
“ but I won’t issue the licenses 
unless I am directly ordered 
to.” 
A spokesman for Brown said 
that under the attorney gener­ 
al’s ruling, lottery agents may 
sell tickets, draw prize w inners 
and award prizes at the fair as 
agreed with the commission. 
But Ohio Expositions Com­ 
mission chairman Victor Lucas 
said Abercrombie’s decision is 
“ good enough for me.”

A substitute network and two 
team fuls of substitute players 
were set to make the National 
Football League exhibition sea­ 
son a reality today.

But that cha rity classic 
didn’t survive the fallout from 
the N FL Players Association 
strike and was cancelled. 
The Hall of Fame Game 
didn’t go under, however, and 
even gained a restraining order 
F riday, lim itin g the picketing 
of the contest. 
Judge W illia m A. M orris of 
the Stark Countv Court of Com­ 


mon Pleas issued the order to 
both the N FLP A and the sup 
porting United Auto W orkers, 
forbidding pickets from staking 
(Hit the H all of Fame enshrine­ 
ment ceremony and parade, 
both of which were to be a t­ 
tended by Vice President Ger 
aid R Ford. 
So, barring unforeseen devel 
opments, the St. Louis C a rd i­ 
nals, w ith two veterans suiting 
up, and the B uffalo B ills, w ith 
no veterans, playing, were to 
meet at 3 p.m.. EDT, before a 
nationwide audience on CBS.

Hired Farm Laborers 
Declined 5% Last Year 


WASHINGTON «AC) 
Last 
year, as farm income went to 
record heights, the number ol 
hired farm laborers declined 
about 5 percent, after rising for 
tv\o years. 
About 8 per cent of that total 
hired working force of 2.7 mil­ 
lion persons were domestic mi­ 
grant workers. 
The Agriculture Department 
said in a report this week, that 
the number of domestic mi 
grant workers was up 10 per 
cent from 1972, continuing a 
two-year trend after a six-year 
decline. Nonmigratory workers 
were down 6 per cent. 
The work force averaged $1.- 
412 each in cash wages for 95 
days’ work 
or $14.85 a day. 
The median age of the work­ 
ers was 24, About 86 per cent 
were white, 79 per cent were 
men or boys and three-fourths 
lived at places other 
than 
farms. 
Robert C. McElroy of the 
Economic Research Service, 
who analyzed the annual statis­ 
tics, said the decline in over all 
numbers was directly linked to 
the farming boom of $32.2 bil­ 
lion in net income last year and 
was “ the net result of several, 
some of them countervailing, 
factors. ” 
About 25 million more acres 
last year went to grains, soy­ 
beans and bay, all mechanical­ 
ly oriented crops to begin w ith, 
he pointed out. 
High farm 
prices then produced record in­ 
come that produced record pur­ 
chases of more and newer la- 
borsaving machinery. 
Among the crops that require 
higher amounts of manual la­ 
bor, increases in fruit and nut 
E 
roduction was accompanied 
y decreases in cotton acreage 
and sugarbeet, dairy and 
poultry output. 
The reductions tor cotton and 
poultry had the greatest effect, 
M cElroy found, with labor 
force losses highest in the South 
and among seasonal workers.
